Lies Ahead of 


Ohio Assembly 


Legislature Sights 
Adjournm ent Date 
A fte r 6-M onth Stint 


COLUMBUS. 
Ohio 
(A P ) — A 
long w eek lies ahead for Ohio’s 
175 state legislators, but at the end 
of it is sunshine—the end of w ork­ 
ing sessions that began a half-year 
ago. 
They m a y still be in session a 
week from today in o rd er to finisii 
the job. And hitches could force 
working sessions to overlap an­ 
other week. But the end is in sight. 
The S enate wound up the 25th 
w orkw eek of this session F riday, 
passing all nine bills on its calen­ 
dar. 
T echnically the House w as in 
session to receive m essages fro;n 
the up p er cham ber, but only (he 
officers and a few m e m b e rs hung 
around. 
Most went hom e T h u rs­ 
day. 
T ow ard the end of the two-hour 
S enate floor session, se n a to rs be­ 
gan 
to 
look 
longily tow ard 
the 
door. E leven 
seats 
were em pty 
when the final bill w as passed, 
27-0. 
T hat bill lets local health boards 
require vac c i n a t i o n of dogs 
against rallies. The 1959 legislature 
gave State Health D irector (D r.) 
Ralph FL I)work pow er to set up 
dog q u a ra n tin e and insist on v ac ­ 
cination if rabies b ec am e p rev a­ 
lent. But the attorney g eneral said 
that m eant local boards no longer 
had authority to do so. 
The bill passed F rid ay — it al­ 
ready h as House app ro v al—gives 
fcerilth bo ard s the needed author 
ity. 
S en ato rs agreed 26-8 to define 
an historical motor vehicle as one 
built before Jan. I, 1927. P resen t 
law say s such a vehicle is more 
than 35 years old. An attem p t to 
am en d , defining historical vehicles 
as those m ore than 40 y e a rs old. 
failed. 
O w ners of such cars, as long as 
they do not use them for e v ery ­ 
day transportation, pay a $10 li­ 
cense fee. 
It’s good as long as 
they own the vehicle. T here has 
been a yearly influx of applicants 
as m o re cars have 35th “ birth­ 
d a y s .” and Sen. E d w a rd ll. Dell,

P'irst reaction from the House 
was th at if the Senate insists on 
including 
the 
v eteran s’ 
college 
education 
provision, the defense 
education hill would be in g rav e 
danger. 
And 
the 
adm inistration 
has been strongly opposed to the 
GI p ro g ram . 


The Senate subcom m ittee also 
added other things Kennedy did 
not ask for in broadening the act 
into a $500 million annual 
p ro ­ 
gram . 


One of these is a kej feature 
of the bill—a S125 million a y e a r 
loan p ro g ram f ir three y ears to 
build classroom s in parochial and 
o t h e r 
p riv ate 
schools. 
T hese 
would be used for instruction in 
science. 
m ath em atics, 
foreign 
languages and phvsicial fitness 
D em ocratic congressional lead ­ 
ers have m ad e it plain they hope 
this 
am en d m en t 
w'ill 
im prove 
chances 
of

public 
school aid bill passed by the Sen 
ate last m onth but stalled in the 
House, They think the loan p ro v i­ 
sion 
should ease disappointm ent

The Soviet lead er took note of 
food sh o rta g e s troubling bis na 
lion, then told of .sweeping plans 
to boost production. 
“ A tem pestuo us growth of all 
bran ches of the national econom y 
is env isaged ,” he disclosed to an 
applauding, cap acity crowd in the 
Alma Ata o p era hall. “ The light 
and food industries will develop 
rapidly, side by side with heavy 
industry.” 
The

developm ent,

said, would be outlined in d ra fts 
of a new p rog ram and new rules 
of the Soviet I om m unist p arty to 
be published 
soon.

F or dairy cows, the preferred re ­ 
com m endation for control of flies 
in pasture is the use of a 
good 
grade synergized py reth ru m stock 
spray at the rate of I to 2 ounces 
per a n i m a l per day, m isted ev ­ 
enly over the anim al so as not to 
penetra e through to the skin. 
Fifty per cent M ethoxychlor w et­ 
table powder, or 5 per cent M alath­ 
ion dust applied by hand to the 
back, neck and sider gives e x ­ 
cellent control of horn flies, but 
not other biting species. 
For face fly in p articu lar, the 
daily spraying with a good grade 
p y reth ru m 
spray ire due es 
n u m ­ 
bers to the point w here the cattle 
will graze norm ally. We suggest 
that DDVP sirup bait be tried, but 
do not know yet w hat d egree of 
control can be expected.

K E E P IN G the child safe is not 
a one-time job for the parents. It | 
is a succession of jobs, each dif­ 
fering from the one before. C lear­ 
ly, the year old child cannot pro­ 
tect him self from injury, and he 
m ust he guarded every inch of the 
way. On the other hand, the six 
y e ar old child can, and m ust, learn 
to avoid m any of the accident haz­ 
ards he will come across from day 
to day. 
D uring the first y ear of life, 
the baby cannot 
be expected to 
save himself rn any way. so the 
paren ts full tim e job is to provide 
him with constant protection. Both 
paren ts must train th em selv es to 
handle him safely all the time. 
Even the tiniest baby can wiggle 
and roll, so he cannot be left alone 
even for a minute on a bathinette, 
bed, chair or table. 
It is natural for babies to put 
everything they pick up into their 
mouths. T h e r e f o r e , his play 
things should be soft and too la r­ 
ge to swallow. S m aller objects 
should be kept out of his reach. 
When he first begins to creep, 
there 
is new danger. 
Stairw ays 
must 
he 
blocked 
off 
Reading 
lam ps, 
clocks, 
anything 
he can

To Farm Land 


Johnsongrass continues its hear­ 
ty and rapid spread in our crop 
fields. 
The control of this grass causes 
much concern, and it is hard to 
eradicate, according lo Extension 
Aent, George Hamrick. The seeds 
of this plant will remain dormant in 
the soil for at least five years. 
Hamrick said herbicide con­ 
trol of Johnsongrass is only rec­ 
ommended for scattered plants 
that can be spot treated in crop­ 
land and in non - crop a r e a s . 
Where cropland is only sparsely 
infested with Johnsongrass after 
cultural methods of control, spot 
treatment of 
individual plants 
with sodium chlorate, TGA, or 
dalapon (trade nam e Dowpon) 
may be used. 
When applied lo com fields these 
herbicides usually kill nearby com 
plants, but if Johnsongrass is al­ 
lowed to grow it will crowd them 
out anyway. 
Sodium chlorate can be conven­ 
iently applied dry by hand at the 
rate of 2 to 
minces per Johnson­ 
grass plant. TC A or dalapon may 
be m i x e d with water and appli­ 
ed with a knapsack sprayer. They 
are effective at l o w e r rates than 
sodium chlorate.

IN FIELDS that may be diverted 
acres in the Feed Grain program, 
cultural methods should be used.

Hamrick n o t e d that Johnson­ 
grass in non - crop areas produces 
each year enough seed to infest 
thousands of acres of land. The im ­ 
portance of timely mowing to p re­ 
vent seed formation is important. 
Often it may be advisable to treat 
these areas with a herbicide. 
These non - crop acres may be 
treated with sodium chlorate at 3 
to 5 pounds per square rod (500 to 
800 pounds per acre), TGA at 60 to 
IOO pounds per acre, or monuron 
(Telvar) at 40 to 80 pounds per 
acre. 


The local agent said one good 
rule of thumb is to prevent every 
stalk of Johnsongrass possible frcm 
going to seed.

would require out-of-state own­ 
ers of feeder pigs to get a spec­ 
ial permit before bringing the 
pigs into Ohio. 
Herbert Barnes, Ohio State Uni 
versify extension swine specialist, 
says that last year 
hog 
cholera 
was reported officially on 112 Ohio 
farms. Half these cases, he notes, 
were traceable to feeder pigs com­ 
ing from out-of-state. 
Ohio 
already 
has 
taken first 
steps to eradicate hog cholera by 
eliminating two sources of the dis­ 
ease — raw’ garbage and virulent 
hog cholera virus. State regula­ 
tions prohibit the feeding of raw 
garbage to swine and the use of 
virulent live virus in vaccinations 
on farms.

NEXT control steps, according 
to Barnes, involve: (I) preventing 
the spread of cholera by control­ 
ling movement of diseased anim­ 
als. and (2) maintaining highly im ­ 
mune populations of pigs over long 
periods so that “ reservoirs” of in­ 
fection may be eliminated. 
Last year about 40 per cent of 
Ohio’s pig population was vaccin­ 
ated for cholera. The vaccination

Ohio’s w ater needs will double 
by the year 2,000. maybe sooner. 
That’s the opinion of O h i o 
State University extension spe- : 
cialists and others 
closely 
as- j 
seriated with the state’s land and 
water resources. 
Where will this additional w a­ 
ter come from? From Lake Erie, 
the Ohio river, additional storage ; 
reservoirs and new ground water , 
supplies. But making this water j 
available is going to take some 
planning, some engineering, some 
legislation and some money, say , 
the specialists. 
They claim that by the year 2,- j 
OOO Ohioans will be using about 26 
billion gallons of water per day, 
compared to about 13 billion now. 
This means that each day for the 
next 40 years our water use rate 
will increase 700.000 gallons. Indus­ 
trial and urban expansion will be 
possible, they say, only where ad­ 
equate water supplies are avail­ 
able. 
* 
* 
* 
AT THE same time, the special­ 
ists predict recreation, navigation 
and waste treatm ent 
needs will 
grow. The state's doubling popula­ 
tion will increase greatly the bur­ 
den on w ater recreation facilities 
which even now are inadequate. 
Among all tho states, Ohio has 
the least area of impounded water 
and lakes per capita (not includ­ 
ing Lake Erie) — one acre of w a­ 
ter for every 90 persons. The n a­ 
tional ratio is one acre for every 
five persons. 
Navigation on Lake Erie and the 
Ohio river will take on added sig­ 


nificance as Ohio grows in indus­ 
trial might. Figures show that the 
Ohio river carries about twice the 
tonnage of the Panam a Canal. 
Most immediate need, the spec­ 
ialists point oat, is a fresh ap­ 
proach to the legal aspects of w a­ 
ter. Present water laws, they say, 
are inadequate. They maintain the 
logical approach to w ater m anage­ 
ment is through m ajor watersheds 
where water can be m anaged for 
special needs of people.

During 1960 


D eath and injury stalked profes­ 
sional fire fighters in e v ery section 
of th e United States and C anada 
during I960 as the toll of those kill­ 
ed m the line of duty m ounted to 
the highest in recent years. 
During the year there was no 
reduc tion in the number disabled 
by injuries in the two countries. 


T h ese findings w ere reported in 
a special survey conducted by the 
International Association of F i r e ’ 
j F igh ters, AKI,-CK), and released 
j by P resid en t William I). Buck of I 
| St. Louis and S ecretary-T reasu r- 
er John C. K abachus of Boston, 
j 
T he survey was com piled in 1,-1 
I 2(H) U. S. and C anadian com m unit- j 
i les. It showed that 68 fire fighters I 
per 100,000 were killed in the line I 
t of duty. com pared to 66 p er IOO,- 
I (MM) in 1959. In 1958. 37 p e r 100,000 
j lost th eir lives and in 1957 the toll 
| w as 54 killed per 100.000.

It w as brought out in the survey 
'hat 21 out ol every IOO fire fight­ 
ers w ere injured in the line of duty 
during 1960. This can he co m p a r­ 
ed to the fact that only three out of 
every loo workers sustained injur­ 
ies on the averag e job during the 
sa m e period. 


D eath and injuries to fire fight­ 
ers in i960 were caused from burns, 
asphyxiation structural collapses, 
electrical shock, h e a rt attacks from 
ov er - exertion, accidents due to 
false a la rm s and explosions. 
Injuries stemmed from multi ­ 
ple factors, including collisions, 
falls, smoke inhalation, tailing 
objects, sprains and strains, liv­ 
ing glass and in e t a I. burns and 
ascending and 
descending lad­ 
ders. 


N ot only are fire fighters expos­ 
ed to death and ex tern al injuries, 
hut the medical profession recog­ 
nizes that they are also subject to 
h e a rt and lung d a m a g e and other 
internal injuries 
due 
to 
strain, 
excitem ent, shock, close q u arter 
w ork arui tile inhalation of smoke 
and toxic fumes.

It is pointed out in m edical q u a rt­ 
ers that fire fighters a re often .soak­ 
ed with w ater and are exposed to 
e x tre m e s of heat and cold. This 
factor alone is partially conduc­ 
ive to the d e i a v e d development 
ol

respiratory 
diseases as 
pneum onia and tuberculosis.
